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1750°s and an Alexander Leith arrived in Annapolis, Mde, in 17603 
a John Leith and Joseph Sleath were found in English Convicts in 
Colonial America - London 1656-1775, as arriving in America in 
1768. There was none of any spelling of the name to arrive at 
anytime near 1719. 

Since (izse old family traditions usually are truer than 
fiction, it's fairly certain that the Sleeths were of Scottish 
origin and were in Ireland for a time where a daughter Margaret 
was born in 1747. Margaret (Slgeth) Hacker's tombstone says the 
family came to America in 1748. 


Given Name of Progenitor 


While the Sleeth name has had varied spellings in official. 
records including Sleath, Sleith and Sleet in addition to Sleeth, 
controversy has surrounded the given name of the Sleeth family 
progenitor in West Virginia - that is, the father of Margaret 
pees, Hacker, Alexander Sleeth Sr., John Sleeth Jr., Jane: 

Sleeth) Hughes, and David Wallace Sleeth. Other siblings may 
have been Thomas Sleeth and James Sleeth. Supporting the state~ 
ment that Thomas Sleeth was a brother are the facts that Thomas 
did come to Hacker's Creék with Alexander and others and that John 
and Margaret (Sleeth) Hacker ed a son Thomas Sleeth. 

Eloise Revez$s in her work gave the father's name as Alexander; 
J. Wa Smita in his Hacker~Smith work gave his name as either William 
or flexander; anc ‘nna (Sleeth) Stover said he was John. The pre~ 
ponderszace of evidence indicates that the parents of these children 
were John and Mary (Anni) (Wailac:) Sleeth. 

One good clue is found in the names of the grandchildren of 
John and Mary Sleeth. Traditionally, a first son was named for 
the paternal grandfather, the second son was named for the maternal 
grandfather and the third son would be named for the father. Later 
sons would generally be named after various members of both parent's 
families or close friends. The same method held true for members of 
the female gender. 

John and Margaret (Sleeth) Hacker followed this tradition and 
named their first child, a daughter, Mary Ann, probably after her pe g 
mothers the sescnd chiid, a son, they called William after his 
paternal grandfather; and the third child, another son, they 
called John. They did name a child Alexander but only after they 
also had a Jonathan David/Daniels. 

Alexander Sleeth Sr. named his first son John, probably for his 
patermmal grandfather; and his first daughter he called Mary for her 
paternal grandmother. His second son, who was born to his second 
wife Nancy Smith, was named David aft.r the second yife's father, 
David Smith. Finally, the third son was named Alex P. Sleeth

The survey records included this curious statement: 


"David Sleath, 200 acres on Hackers Creek adjoining lande 19 
of Samuel Bonnett to include his settlement made in 1770." 


David Wallace Sleeth appears to answer this last record and 
the mention of the name of David in it when he made his pension 
declaration in 1832 when he said, "His father had a cabin and 
acquired the settlement rights. David himself did not acquire 
the settlement right, he waa too young.” 

In 1794 John Sleeth was recommended to fill the of*ice of 
Sheriff for the county. He served the year 1793, was recommended 
to serve anothex year and was table to obtain security. In July 
1794, reference is made to John Sleeth, late Sheriff. 

fithough there were two Jchn Sleeths - Senior and Jumior ~ 
in the area part of the time, these references all appear to 
have been to John Sleeth Sr. He lived in the area the entire 
time while John Jr. was gone much of the time, 

Amma (Flerner) (Sleeth) Parsons, aged 65, testified in 1846 
that she had married John Sleith (Jr.) in 1777-1778 with a 
Baptist preacher, Joseph Redcing, officiating in a fort sume- 
where in present-day Lewis County and that shortly thereafter 
they had moved to the South Branch of the Potomac, She further 
stated that: ; 


"Jom Sleith kid gone out from Pendleton, then Augusta

John Sleeth Jr. - Was born about 1757, probably in Virginia, 
and came to Hacker's Creek with his parents. In 1777-1778 he 
married Ann (Nancy) Flesher, b. ca 1761, daughter of Henry and 
Elizabeth (Staats) Flesher, in a fort somewhere in present-day 
Lewis County. This unnamed fort was probably Wests Fort: David 
Wallace Sleeth in his pension application in 1834 said that his 
father John Sr. was at Vests Fort in those years, John Jr. was 
most likely there also, It was on Henry Flesher's land that the 
town of Weston was begun. 

1777-1778 were the years that marked the beginnings of 
the Indian attacks against the Hacker's Creek settlements. 
Records show that most of the settlements in what ia now Lewis 
County were abandoned as a result of these attacks - the Plesher 
settlement at Weston, the Hacker's Creek settlement and a few

“OF course that was a limited education and I think father sensi 
had un-limited judgment to fill the station in life that he did. He 
served as "Justice of Peace" twenty five years. The duties of the 
office were very much like thoce of the county court and Judger&tvuthe 
present. One of the duties was to perform the marriage ceremony, ‘The 
first couple I ever saw married, my father pronounced the ceremony. 
I've heard him tell this amusing incident in connection with his duties 
in the office. A man and wife came riding on the same horse, she on 
behind the man with her arms around him to keep from falling off. 

Guess they thought if he could tie a knot, he could wntie one for they 
told him they had come to get a divorce.

My grandfathe: Wolfe's (Abraham Sr. and wife Emily Boswell) 
Grandfather Wolfe (Jaccb Wolfe was born in Cornwall of Dutch descent, 
and married a woman of Irish descent, and his graudfather & Grandmother, 
on his mother's side were both of Irish descent and from Ireland. 

His Grandfather Wolfe's name was Jacob. His Granjfather Wolfe 
raised a family of 11 children, 8 boys and 3 girls. Bey's names 


children, David married a Cutright, Thomas married ea Dutch woman. 
Jacob's woman's name was Wagner. All raised large families with the 
exceptions of the two I have mentioned. His Grandfather Wolfe came 
to Lewis County, in what is now W. Va., ard was anon> the first settlers 
of that county. Abraham was the youngest, Jacob the older and Jonathan 
next to Abraham, James was also one of his crandfather's children.

Please find enclosed my check for membership in the Hacker's Creek Descendants 
Group. My name is Ronald Gloy Lawson, and my address is 1373 St, Joseph Circle, 
St. Joseph, Michigan 49085. 


I am absolutely delighted to be able to join your organization and look forward to 
being able to join a future gathering some October. How I came to learn about the 
éroup is really unusaal and more than coincidental. 


I've been tracing my ancestors for about three years, since I was given a femily 
Bible by my father Royce Burke Lawson, listings in the Bible went back to my 
great-great grandfather Henry Cornelius Lawson. That wasn't far enough back for 
me, however, so I kept digging. I wasn't able to fina much, because of lack of 
time to research and my distance from West Virginia, until my grandmother, Bertha 
(Burke) Lawson, wife of William Gloy Lawson, told me to gc see Mrs. i. T, (Mildred) 
Pringle on Laurel Lick, So off I went to meet Midred, and my wife and I were 
amazed what she knew about the Lawson's, The most amazing thing she told us was 
about my great-great-great grandfather, William M. Lawson, Jr., and his wife Nancy 
Myers, They were the ones who came to Laurel Lick in 1842 and bought land, stayed 
and raised 18 children. Mildred knew all of the children's names and told us 
where William, Jr. is buried on the old farm near the end of Laurel Lick on proper~ 
ty now owned by 4rno Gould. The family cemetery is 6rown over, but we found it, 
William is buried there along with seven of his children that died young plus 
several children of people that lived and worked on William's farm. I have not, 
however, been able confirm that Willian's wife, Nancy, is buried there also. 


Mildred told me that William and Nancy cane to Laurel Lick fron Harrison County 
near Brushy Fork and Beard's Run. Sure enough, we learned later that she was 
right. After that, we were able to put bits and pieces together, but T still 
wasn't able to trace the Lawson's any ;further back than William and Maney. 


This summer we came back ta West Virginia and decided to check the courthouses in 
Clarksburg end Weston. While in Clarksburg, we met Benjamin Mitchell, one of your

Dear Mrs, Graybill, 


It is difficult to introduce myself, because my story is quite lengthy but 
fascinating. I was adopted within two days of my birth, May 19, 1947 in Kokomo, . 
Indiena. My natural mother was Mildred Bernice Cox of Kokomo, Indiana. I regret 
I never had the opportunity to meet her and talk with her. But I was informed 
of her death last year, July 2, 1982, in Elkhart, Indiana. I went to the funeral 
home and during the funeral days, I met my two half~brothers, and my three half~ 
sisters (we all had the same mother, but different fathers). Since then, we have 
become great friends, a family! 

In our South Bend Tribune's Genealogical Column of July 3, 1983, I came across 
the announcement of "The Second Annual Hacker's Creek (W.Va) Pioneer Descendants 
Gatherings” on October 1 and 2, 1983..- 

My natural mother had begun a Genealogy Book of our family. I have this book 
and I will be continuing to gather inforantion for it. I have gathered some infor 
nation and one piece of information gives me the idea that we ere Hacker Descen- 
dants. 

The following obituary article is this information. We believe this gentle- 
nan was our great~grandmother's grandfather. If you can confirm this or give us 
furhter information on the Hackers, please send it to me. 

" Noted Mason Dead ~ The Demise of William Hacker at a ripe old age, 

Shelbyville, Indiana - July 29, 1891. 

Willian Hacker died today, aged ninety-two, No man aws better known 

in the masonic fraternity than William Hacker, who has been an active 

member for fifty-nine years. 

In the year 1498 so far as is now know, his line of descent commenced 

at the birth of Wilhelm Ileckardt, near the city of Dresden in Saxony. 

The descendants of Hacker fled to Holland and thence, in 1725, to America. 

They settled in Virginia and in 1773 John Hacker, father of the subject 

of this sketch was born in a block house on the west fork of the 

Monongahela, In 1809 John and his fanily moved to what was then known 

as the Big Darby plains in Ohio, and on Dec. 5, 1810, William Hacker 

was born. 

He lived with his parents until he was seventeen, during which time he 

went in winter to school and obtained a common education. In 1839 he and 

Miss May im Sargent of Pennsylvania were united in marriage. He came with 

his father to Shelby county in 1835 and has resided here ever since, In 

1838 he embarked in the mercantile business and continued in it five years. 

In 1843 he assisted in the organization of a railroad company, became its 

secretary and superintended the construction of the road. 

He was made a mson by St. John Lodge, No. 14, in Dayton, G, in July 9, 
832, and has been en officer in the various grades of the order ever 
since, having gone entirely through and completely mastered the craft, 
He became a member of the grand lodge of Indiana in 1835 and served as its 
grand master and grand secretary for two and three years respectfully. 
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He became a member of the Grand Chapter of Indiana in 1848 and assisted 
in its labors every session since, He served four years as grand high 
Priest and three years as grand secretary, He assisted in the organi~ 
zation of the Grand Council of Indiana in 1855 and served six years as 
its grand master and three years as its grand recorder, He also 

assisted in the organization of the grand commandery of knights 

templars of Indiana in 1854 and filled every station in that body 

from recorder to grend commander, For the past twenty~four years he has 
been annually placed at the head of the committe on jurisprudence in all 
those bodies, 

He became a member of the general grand chapter and Grand encampment of 
the United States at Hartford, Conn., in 1856 and held an office in those 
bodies twelve years, 

He joined the methodist episcopal church in 1825 and has lived a consistent 
Christian to his death,” ‘

William Hacker 
who died in 1891 was a @randson, not a son, of John and Margaret (Sleeth) Hacker, 
the Lewis County settler; he was a son of John and Susannah (Smith) Hacker ~ with 
this John being the eldest son of John and Margaret. Susannah was a danghter of 
David and Lydia (Ball) Smith, 


William Hacker (1810-1691) married Mary mn Sargent (1817-1902) 20 Jan 1839 in 
Shelbyville, Ind, They had the following children: Clara Belle who m. JoA. Conroy; 
Caroline Amandas Frances M.3 William 4.3 Thomas; Laura M.3 and Bliga.

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JOHN TURNER SMITH"S DIyRy 


John Turner Smith was the son of the Rev. John Smith and his wife, the 
former Mary "Polly' Swisher. ‘This excerpt from his diary was conied from 
the original 2 in 19/9 by Harold E. Smith of Kerrville, Texas, His 
father was the Wilson in the story. When Herold was young, Wilson would tell 
what happened and explain that the mentioned gun was a breechloader and the 
children were familiar with "mugzle~loaders ", This gun had no outside per= 
cussion cap for the hammer to strike; so hey thought the 60n was safe, How 
wrong they were!

1900 


I want to state something that happened in 1886 which I never found 

out until today. At that time T was living on my farm two miles South 
of Burns, in Butler county Kansas. Some men came past my place on 
Sunday and stopped during a rain storm and as it was raining when they ° 
left, they left a shot gun at uy house, Some time during the week my 
youngest boy, Wilson ‘age 9 and my youngest daughter Myrtie age 12, were 
left alone for the day. (Their mother died two years earlier.) As they 
were fond of playing they took the gun and played shooting hogs, by 
snapping it at each other, letting on that they were butchering, | 
Keeping it up for some time thinking it fun. After awhile they began 

to tire of their play. Myrtie, said to Wilson, ‘we must kill two 

more hogs a piece and then quit such work for the folks will be at 

home soon.' She then took the gun and cocked it and took aim at Wilson's 
head when he said, 'Myrtie that looks too dangerous' and stepped aside, 
She then said, 'I will kill the dog." She. then aimed at: the dog, pulled - 
the trigger and killed the dog. The gun had been loaded but they did 
not know it. This has been kept a secret from me up to the present time," 


In 1906 John Turner Smith entered this story in a contest conducted by 
the "Kansas Farmers Mail and Breeze” and won second prize. The little girl, 
Myrtie, lived until 1904. Wilson died in 1957.

The endless list of John Collins in this country made it almost ‘impossible to 
identify and place my ancestor John Collins in the pages of history. After twenty 
three years of research and sorting the different John Collins, I finally was 
able to trace my John Collins back to Ireland where he wes born about 1715. 

The first record I found was in Pemsylvania where John Collins emigrated to 
Philadelphia; “John Collins, of Philadelphia, laborer, in consideration of . 

10.4 by him due and owing to Daniel Boyle of Philadelphia County yeoman, indents 
himself a servant to Daniel Boyle for one year and a half from this date." This 
was date Sept. 22,1745. Turther in the list of immigrants is listed, “Robert 
Wakely assigns Thomas McGuire (a servant from Ireland in the snow George) to 
William Caughdry for four years from Sept. 22nd, 1745 Consideration 16; customary 
dues. This-list was the account of servants bound and assigned before John 
Hamilton, Mayor of Philadelphia.’ Thomas McGuire's emigration is mentioned here 
as he appears as a partner with John Collins in the list of Frederick Cosy Va 
Clerk's fees.for the years 1744-45 for, 33 pounds of tobacco. John Collins was. al~ 
SO assessed for 620 pounds of tobacco. 

Evidently, John Collins and Thomas iicGuire were persuaded it was better to 
be a tenant farmer in Virginia, than a bound servant in Philadelphia. It was 
mutually beneficial to the tenants and to the large-land holders such as Joist 
Hite, to loan them the money to pay off their bonds and move them to Winchester, 
Virginia. The huge, Joist Hite and John Van Meter land grants, were given by 
the Council of Virginia, ongthe basis that they would bring in settlers to 
Frederick County, Virginia. : :

did not have a dower signature. We can assume his wife had died before 1765. Just 
what took John back to Frederick County, Va., we do not know. It was not long 
before he was on the move again as we find him living on 300 acres of land on 
Morgan Bun, a branch of Cheat River, 1769. John got this land by "Settlement 
Right." This survey shows that John Collins' tract was adjacent to that of 
(Rev,) Jacob Cozad. He lived on this land until April 20, 1781, when he sold it 
to Samuel Lewellin. The courthouse burned in Morgantown, Virginia, in 1795 which 
makes the movements of John Collins very difficult to follow. Fortunately the 
survey books were saved. 

John Collins moved to Harrison County, Virginia, prior to 1785 as he and his 
son George are listed in the 1785 census of Harrison County as living in the West 
Fork settlement. John Collins Sr. died on Stoney Run, Hackers Creek, Harrison 
County, Virginia, prior to 1795 as the deed dated 1795 for the sale of the 400 
acres of land in Hampshire County ,by John Jr. and Hamnah,indicates that they 
obtained the land from John Collins, his father deceased, 

John Collins must not be confused with the John Collins who settled in the 
Manor near the Indian Village (North of site of Moorefield) and that George Wash- 
inton and Thomas Lord Fairfax spent the pight. ‘He came to the colonies from 
@ngland where he had been a jail keeper. 

Another John Collins came from Hampshire County with a group of men to defeat 
the Indian® at Wheeling, Virginia. They were ambused by the Indians below Wheeling 
where John was younded in the leg. He later moved to Zanesville and lived his 
nenaining days. 

A John Collins established by law a ferry Dec. 9, 17913 at the mouth of 
Robinson Ruge John Collins of Frederick County was living in Harrison County at 
that time. 

There was a John Collins who owned and operated a tavern in Uniontown, Pa. He 
died 1813 in Uniontown, Pa. 

John Collins died with out a will and his sons distributed his property 
without probation. The only children I can prove are his three sons Thomas, John 
Jr., and George. Deed records show that each of these sons received a farm, 

Thomas received the patent land of 140 acres that John had bought from 
Thomas Lord Fairfax in 1749. The deed states that Thomas was the son and heir 
of John Collins.” 

John Collins Jr. received the 400 acres of land that his father purchased 
from Mary Wolfe, The deed states, "being the land that was originally granted by 
Patent by the late Lord Fairfax to Mary Nisewanger (late Mary Wolfe) beaving the 
21th day of November A.D. 1757 and which was afterwards conveyed by the said 
Mary Wolfe to John Collins de'd, father of the said John."

Thomas Collins, the father of Daniel, immigrated from Ireland with his 
parents as an infant, He married about 1774 Blizabeth Sprigge Cresap, daughter 
of Col. Daniel and Ruth (Swearingen) Gresap. He died in 1820 in Hampshire County,

II, John Collins Jr. 


John Collins Jr. was born about 1750 in Frederick County, Virginia. The 
Collins moved to Monongalia County, Virginia, in 1769 where John Sz. got 300 
acres by "Settlement Right." The survey of this tract of land on Morgan up, forks 
of Cheat River shows (Rev.) Jacob Cozad IIT adjacent to John Collins' land,’ I+ 
was here that John Collins Jr, won Rev. Jacob Cozad's daughter Hannah for his wife, 
They were married about 1771 by Hannah's father or by Rev, Isaac Sutton, founder 
of the Great Bethel Babtist Church at Uniontown, Pa. his church sponsored the 
orgenization of the Forks of the Cheat River Babtist Church on Nov. 5, 1775. 
kev, Jacob Cozad was a brother~in-law to Isaac Sutton, There is a tradition ir 
the Fork of Cheat River Babtist Church, that there was a huge oak tree that stood 
where the church stands today. It was called the ‘‘narriage tree." Perhaps John 
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and Hannah were married under this tree. 

Shortly after they were married they left for N.J., they lived there abgut 
fifteen years during which time Hannah's grandfather Rev. David Sutton died. 
John and Hannah were the only witnesses to his will in 1775. How long John and 
Hannah lived in New Jersey we don't imow but they were in Fayette County, Pa., 
1786 as Elizabeth was born there,, They lived with Hannah's sister Mary (Cozad ) 
Cutler while in Fayette Co., Pa. 

The next we Learn of them, they were living at the mouth of Big Buffalo on 
West Fork River. He bought the land in Sept. 23, 1785, and moved sometime later. 

John Collins Jr. and his sons Cornelius, Jacob, and Isaac established the 
Collins settlement in Harrison Co., Va. 1797, (now Walkersville in Lewis County) 
on 50 acres tracts of land given to them for a cent, by George Jacson on the 
condition they would move on the property and remain until the settlement was 
permanently established. They moved from his farm on Big Buffalo in Harrison 
County to the settlement in the winter 1797-98 and remained there until about 1817 
when the family with the exception of his son Issac 5. and daughter Elizabeth 
Burnside moved to Salem Township, Warren County, Ohio. 

John Collins Jr. died about 1835. The last record we have of Hannah is 1828 
when John and Hannah sold their farm in Warren Co., Ohio. John Jr. was replaced as

guardian of his son George's children by the probate court after his death. He 
is buried in the abandoned cemetery where the Rossburg Methodist Episcopal Church 
formerly stood. 4

Certificates 


The use of the word "certificate" in regard to marriage records may 
have one of several meanings.

But earlier (1657) the law stated that no license was to be issued 
without a certificate, i.e. consent, given under the hands of the parents, 


a@ Marriage license require from the person obtaining the license a 
certificate "setting forth as near as may be" the date and Place of the 
Proposed marriage, the full names of both parties, ages and conditions 
(widowed or single), places of birth and residence, names of parents,and 
the occupation of the husband. The same information had been required 
since 1853, but the certificate assumed a standard form and included 
the name of the minister, All of this information was transferred to 
the county register. Some of the Marriage Records or Marriage Registers

Ministers' Returns 


Until 1780 marriages might be performed legally only by ministers 
of the Established Church, who were required by law to record marriages 
in the parish register, the official record.

While many of the marriages in Harrison and Lewis County and 
surrounding areas were performed by the ministers and Justices of 
the Peace at their residences, some were performed at the homes of 
the brides, grooms or other family members. We are making an 
effort to determine the place of residence of some of the early 
ministers and J.P.'s of the Hacker's Creek area, as well as those 
in surrounding areas.

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HISTORY OF CHURCEVILLE

4mong the first settlers were the Winans, the Vendeevers, and Frank McClus- 
ter's family around the year of. 1800. 

Churchville was first named after Frank McCluster, being called Franktown. 
Most of the McCluster generation is still living in Churchville. Frank and 
his family built four churches on the property on which he owned. The four 
churches were the Baptist, Methodist, United Brethern, and Catholic. Trustees 
for the United Bretherm Church were Peter Hull, Morgan McCluster, and Boyd Gum. 
Oscar and Ruffis Shevorent purchased, or some believe was given, thé Jand and 
the chutch from the McClusters. 

Israel "Liz" Simmons lived in Freemansburg and owned land from Freemans 
burg to Issac Fork, which is the most of Churchville. He owned approximately 
3000 acres. ms 

Noah Snyder was the first preacher of Churchville, who is now buried in 
the Snyder Cemetery. ‘This cemetery was given by the Winan's sisters, and 
was originally called the Three Sisters Cemetery, but is now called the Snyder 
Cemetery. The three sisters were Margaret Gum, Mary Hull, and Susan Snyder, 
The cemetery mainly consists of Gums and Rowans who pay a donation to keep the 
cemetery cleaned and mowed. The first person to be buried in the cemetery was 
Joseph D, Gum on February 25, 1910. 

Churchville also has one family descending from Stonewall Jackson's genera 
tion, Bob White, whose grandmother was a sister to Cummings Jackson, Stonewall's 
Uncle. : 

The first doctor in Churchville was Doc NeKinley. He lived behind the 
Church and also practiced there. The second doctor was Doc Edward Thomas Wade 
Hall, who opened the first hospital in his home and one of his first operations 
was an appendectomy, The operation was on a patient by the name of Adda Romine 
who was only eleven years of age. 

The first undertaking establishment was directed by Mason and A. W. Priest, 
It was the first and the only undertaking or Funeral Home in Churchville. Part 
of the funeral home was built into a store. His house was built to the left 
of the business which they owned. When his home burned he and his family moved 
into the store section of the establishment. 

4 popular store in Churchville was located across from the Church. The 
store was a company store. It was first run by Hoy Wiseman. Preceding his 
were Frank Gum, Nick Hull, and. Bessie and Charles McCluster. Bessie and 
Charles had the store condemned and torn down and built their home in. which 
Bessie still resides today. 

The Romine store was just across from the last store end called McClusters 
store. It was owned by Burt Romine and then taken over by his son, Ora, after 
his death. The store was still standing until the year of 1980, but was not 
in operation, It was torn down due to the condition of the building, 
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History of Churchville - Cont. 


MeClusters also had a hotel which was run by Albert Gum, in their hone. 

Over the top of the Romine store, was a hotel established with a switch~ 
board. It was called the Woodsmen Lodge. 

Directly behind the store owned by the Romine's was a gristmill which 
provided the service of grinding both flour and mill. The makers and producers 
of this business were Jesse Gum, Albert Gum, and Ira Simmons. . . 

In the 1920's the major employment was directed to the Gas and Oil wells 
which were plentiful in Churchville at this time. : : 

The schoolhouse which is still standing today but not in use, was a one~ 
room schoolhouse. ‘There was a boardwalk built from the road to the schoolhouse 
to make it easier for the children so that they wouldn't have to climb the hill. 
The children went to school from first to eighth grades; after the eighth year 
they received a diploma in acknowledgement of their eight year devotion to 
school end their knowledge. School hours were from 9:00. a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
Bech child walked to school, some even as much as three miles. 

In ftugust of 1924 the road was graded out and the hard surfacing was 
finally finished in 1925. It was great excitement in 1925 for the children, «. 
well as the adults, to see the first automobile, driven by Herb Hawkins, 
speeding down the road.

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THE AMERICAN PIONEER 


The American Pioneer was a monthly publication "devoted to the objects 
of the Logan storical Society, or to the truth and justice of history: being 
a collection of historical incidents, &c., relative to the first settlement 
and successive improvements of the country." Published in Chillicothe, Ohio, 
by John $, Williams in the 1840's, the mag-zine contained some articles of 
interest to the members of HCPD. Some of the original publications are in the 
files of the Coshocton County Public library, Coshocton, Ohiog and these stories 
were copied from them, 


ANECDOTES OF JESSE HUGHS.. 
Jenny's Camp, Darby, Jan. 14, 1842, 
Mr. Jno. S. Williams: 

Dear Sir, ~ You desired me to give you an account of an expedition against 
the Indians, in which Jesse Hughs acted so conspicuous a part. Hughs was bred 
up from his infancy in the hotbed of Indian warfare, in Harrison county, Virginia, 
on the head waters of the Monongahela river, in the village of Clarksburgh. 

He was a light built spare man, and remarkably active on foot, and from his 
constant practice of hunting, he became one of the best woodsment and Indian 
hunters of his day. 

The following circumstance he related to me himself, and it has been fully 
corroborated since by Mr, Joseph Harness, who was in the expedition with him. 
The precise date of the transaction I do not recollect, but I think it was near 
1790. The Indians, about that time, seldom did any other mischief in that 
neighborhood but. steal horses, The Indians, generally, crossed the Ohio river 
above Marietta, and it was a dense forest from the Ohio to Clarksburgh, a distance 
of sixty or seventy miles, The settlement had been a considerable time without 
an Indian alarm. All were quiet on their farms. It happened one night a man 
heard the fence of a small lot, he had a horse in, falls; he jumped up and ran 
out, and saw an Indian spring on the horse and dash off. The whole settlement 
was alarmed in an hour or two, and they had a company of twenty—five or thirty 
men paraded, ready to start by daylight next morning. They took a circle round , 
outside of the settlement, and soon foumd the trail of apparently eight or ten 
horses, and, they Supposed, about that many Indians. The captain called a 
halt, and held a council to determine in what manner to pursue them. The 
captain and a majority of the company were for pursuing them on their trail. 

Mx. Hughs was opposed to it, he said he could pilot them to the spot where the 
Indians would cross the Ohio, by a nearer way than the Indians could go, and if 
they could get there before the indians, they could intercept them at the 

river and be sure of success. But the commander insisted on pursuing the trail. 
Mr. Hughs then tried another argument: he pointed out the danger in trailing 
the Indians. He insisted that the Indians would waylay their trail, in order 
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to know if they were pursued, and would choose a situation where they could 
shoot tyvo or three of them and set them a Gefiance, and then alarm the others: 
and the Indians, when alarmed, would out~travel them and make their escape, 

The commander found that Hughs was like to get a majority for his plan, and 
appeared to be jealous that if Haghs' plan was followed, he would lose the 
honor of planning the expedition, Hughs, by some, was considered too wild 
for the command, and it was nothing but jealousy kept him from it, for in the 
most of their Indian excurnions, Hughs got the honor of the best plan, or 
did the best act that was performed. The commander then broke up the council 
by calling aloud to the men to follow him and let the covards go home, and 
dashed off full speed, and the men all followed him, Hughs Imew the captain's 
remark was intended for him and felt the insult in the highest degree, but he 
followed on with the rest. They had not pursued many miles until the trail 
went down a drain whe e the ridge on one side was very steep, with a ledge 
of rocks for a considerable distance. On the top of the cliff two Indians 
lay in ambush, and when the company got opposite to them they made a noise of 
some kind, that caused the men to stop: that instant two of the company were 
shot and mortally wounded, They now found Hughs’ prediction fully verified, 
for they had to ride so far round before they ‘conld get up the cliff, that 
the Indians made their escape with ease, 

They then all agreed that Hughs' plan was the best, and urged hin to 
pilot them to the Ohio river where the Indians would cross, He agreed to do its 
but was afraid it was too late, for the Indians knew they were pursued and would 
make a desparate push. After leaving some of the company to take in the wounded 
men, they put off for the Ohio river, the nearest way they could go, and got 
there the next day about an hour after the Indians had crossed it. The water 
was yet muddy in the horses' trails, and the rafts that they crossed on were 
floating down the opposite shore, ‘The company now was manimous for returning 
home and giving up the pursuit. Hughs now got some satisfaction for the insult 
the captain gave him: he said he wanted to find out who the cowards were, He 
said that if any of them would go with him, he would cross the river and scalp 
some of the Iidians, They all refused to go with him. He said if one man 
would go with him, he would undertake its but he could not get one to consent. 
He then said he would go by himself, and take one of their scalps, or leave 
his ow with then. . 

The company now started for home, and Hughs went up the river three or 
four miles, keeping out of sight of it, for he expected the Indians were 
watching them to see if they would cross. He there made a raft and crossed 
the river, and camped for the night. The next day he found their trail, and 
pursued it very cautiously, and about ten miles from the river he found their 
camp, ‘here was but one Indian in it, the rest were all out hunting. The 
Indian was left to keep camp: in order to pass away the time, got to playing 
the fiddle on some bones that they have for the purpose. He was seated in 
his camp, singing and playing. ughs crept up and shot him, He then took his 
scalp, and made the best of his way home,

This cenetery is loceted on a hill on the Forth side of the village of 
Georgetown, Lewis County, WV. Va., about two miles West of Horner, VW. Va. 
According to Sam W. Hardman in his writings of the People oF Vandalia Community 
this cemetery was established about the year 1835. Many of the early settlers 
of the Georgetown community are buried here, many in mmarked graves or sand= 
stone markers with illegible inscriptions. Mr. Hardman goes on to state there 
are graves of early settlers including John Helmick in another grave plot 
located 200 yards North from where the Georgetown schoolhouse was located, 
This older. cemetery would be located on the opposite side of Georgetown from 
Mt. Gilead in a wooded area, This survey taken and submitted by Hartzel G.
